Washington, Jan 23—The situation 


in Santo Domingo is the subject of a 
statement issued by Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Loomis, who says: 
The Dominican republic, after ma- 
ture consideration of existing condi- 
tions, has formally and freely invited 
the government of the United States 
to assist in. the administration of its 
customs revenues to aid it m putting 
its fiscal system upon a firm and bus- 
iness-like basis. The government of 
the United States haa been explicitly, 
repeatedly and emphatically informed 
by more than one of th» great powers 
that it ousht either to try to evolve 
some order out of the financial chaos 
in the Dominican republic, or assent 
to certain ^European creditors of that 
republic doing this. Therefore, repre-
